WASHINGTON, April 2.—Lieut. Leigh 
C. Palmer of the navy today was as- 
signed to duty as the naval aide to 
President Taft, succeeding Commander 
William 8. Sims, who is transferred to 
the command of the battleship Minne- 
soia. Lieut. Palmer also succeeds Lieu- 
tenant Commander George B. Bradshaw 
as inspector of target practice at the 
Navy Department. He is from Missouri 
and entered the navy in September, 
1832. 


Lieut. Palmer is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. E. Palmer of 4369 Delmar boule- 
vard. He was appointed a naval cadet 
by Caongressman Seth Cobb and served 
as .an'ensign in the Spanish War. Dur- 
ing the recent world cruise he was Lieu- 
tenant-Commander and ordnance officer 
of the Vermont, and it was under his 
direction that the Vermont won the 
pennant for gunnery in the contests at 
Manila. 

He was the naval representative of the 
United States at the marriage of King 
Alfonso of Spain and was the naval 
aide to Secretary of State Root When he 
made his visits to the South American 
republics.

DEMAND FOR __ $30,000 





Prelate Testifies Sum Was 
Asked as Price of Accused 
Man’s Silence. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
ST. JOSEPH, Mo., April 2.—The trial 


of Daniel Pembroke, the Roman Cath- 
olic priest who is chargea with having 
attempted to blackmail the Right Rev. 


Maurice Burke, Bishop of St. Joseph 
Diocese, drew an immense crowd to the 
Criminal Court today. 

The prosecution introduced only two 
witnesses, Bishop Burke and C. A. 
Kuchs, a postoffice clerk. Bishop 
Burke was on the stand the greater part 
of the forenoon. 

Bishop Burke identified two letters 
offered in evidence, and signed by Pem- 
broke, as having been received by him. 
They were dated at Cameron, Mo., Sept. 
6 and 8, 1908. One of them demanded 
that the Bishop forward to Pembroke 
immediately $40,000, under penalty of 
having published certain things which 
he said would be very derogatory to 
the Bishop. In the other, $30,000 was 
demanded and a similar threat made. 
Among other things, the Bishop was ac- 
cused of having obtained a valuable 
farm in Nodaway County by fraud. 

Bishop's Story of Trouble. 

The Bishop recited the origin of his 
trouble with Pembroke, who for many 
years was in charge of St. Patrick's 
Parish.at Maryville, Mo.. He said that 
as a result of a quarrel between Pem- 
broke and Frank W. Griffin, editor of 
a Maryville newspaper, who was. shot 
and ‘killed tn 1899, by C. J. Jesse, the 
usefulness of the church at Maryville 
had been greatly impaired and-that the 
parish had defaulted in payment of a 
bequest of $1000, which had been made 
to the diocese at the death of a pa- 
rishioner. 


He went to Maryville and announced 
that Pembroke would be transferred 
and he sent the priest to Milan, Mo., 
where Pembroke refused to serve. Later 
Fembroke went to Colorado City, Colo., 
and held a charge, but finally he re- 
turned to Cameron, Mo., where the 
Bishop refused to recognize him. | 

During all this time the Bishop said 
he had been hearing of reports circulated 
by the priest, to whom he referred as an 
ex-priest.. Many of the charges made 
against Bishop Burke in the letters of- 
fered in evidence are unprintable. Many 
effenses are mentioned. 

Pricst Is in Jnil, 

Ex-State Senator M. G. Moran and 
Judge W. K. James, member of the St. 
Joseph Police Board, were appointed by 
the court to defend Pembroke, and they 
are performing the service vigorously. 
They attempted to prove. by Bishop 
Burke that Pembroke was irregularly 
removed, but Burke insisted that he 
had a right to dismiss the priest verbally 
without ‘orders from Rome. 

Pembroke has been in jail ever since 
last November. The defense is based on 
the theory that Pembroke has a’ just 
claim against Bishop Burke, for the loss 
of 440 acres of land and loss of renta) 
for ten years.

RETURNS W AIR

Royal Family Greets Aviator 
and. Holiday Is Proclaimed 
in City. | 


MUNICH, April 2.—The Zeppelin air- 
ship appeared over Munich about 1:30 
o’clock this afternoon and made a suc- 
cessful landing on the parade ground 
outside the city. The Count was greeted 
by the Prince Regent of Bavaria and 
several princes and princesses of the 
royal family. A vast crowd had assem- 
bled to witness the descent, which was 
made lightly and easily. 

The authorities had been advised by 
telegraph of the hour when the airship 
could- be expected. The public school 
children have been .given a holiday and 
extra editions of newspapers are being 
sold on the streets, giving full accounts 
of the travels of the airship. 

Count .Zeppelin was greeted by the 
Prince Regent as he stepped from the 
car and was carried off by the Prince 
to luncheon. Many distinguished per- 
sons were present at the meal. 

The Prince proposed the health of 
the count and conferred a gold medal 
upon him. He also decorated the count’ 8 
companions. 

The airship left here at 3:30 o'clock 

on the return trip to Friedrichsafen. The 
weather is fine and clear. 
-On rising at ll:lo from an open field 
near Dingolfin, where it was driven yes- 
terday by a storm, the airship maneu- 
vered in a satisfactory manner and 
headed in the direction of Munich, amid 
the cheers of thousands of spectators. 
Automobiles and several detachments of 
cavalry followed the route of the air- 
ship. 

The airship was reinflated this morn- 
ing and the military engineers repaired 
the damage to the motors. Bivouacked 
around the balloon during the night, the 
men who had marched from their bar- 
racks without their overcoats, suffered 
considerably from the cold until early 
this morning, when tents and bedding 
were brought to them.

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36 INDICTMENTS - 
ARE RETURNED FOR 
ELECTION FRAUDS 


Final Report Recommends 
That Body’s Successor | 
Continue Work. 


MUCH GAMBLINGFOUND 
Clubs Organized for That Pur- 


pose Get Injunctions 
Against Police. 





The February grand jury returned its 
final report Friday to Judge Fisher, 
showing it had found % indictments for 
traudulent registrations and recommen d- 
ing that the next grand jury, which is 
to be impaneled Monday by Judge Al- 
len, continue the work. 

The report condemns the practice of 
cllowing ward committeemen to recom- 
mend election officials and tells of gne 
instance in which a vacancy was fillea 
on election gay by the appointment of 
an ex-convict, who had no right to 
register or vote, and whom this grand 
jury indicted. His name is not given, 
as he has not yet been arrested. 

Indictments returned with the report 
were not made public, pending arrests. 

As the grand jury filed into Judge 
Fisher’s court at 11 a. m. to make the 
freport, Peter T. Barrett, secretary of 
the senatorial committee in session at 
the Southern Hotel to investigate elec- 
tion frauds, and Lee Fulkerson, ste- 
nographer, were waiting in an ante- 
room. Kennedy D. Mellier, foreman of 
the jury, shook hands with Barrett. 

‘I’m sorry we are adjourning too soon 
to hear your evidence,” he said. ‘This 
matter of fraudulent registration is ex- 
tremely important, and I’m glad you 
will have an opportunity to lay your 
evidence before another grand jury 
nromptly.”’ 

The report urges that election judges 
be required to swear each applicant for 
registration concerning his qualifica- 
tions. This, it is said, ig often ne- 
gilected. 


Report Condemns Gambling Clubs. 
“It is a matter of surprise to this 


grand jury,” the report says, after dis- 
cussing election frauds, “‘that certain 
clubs which were organjged for the ex- 
press purpose of gambling and evading 
the dramshop laws should have been 
able to obtain injunctions against in- 
vestigations by the Police Department. 

“The character and methods of two 
of these clubs investigated by us. show 
that the qualifications for membership 
were a mere matter of form, that gam- 
bling was conducted on a large scale, 
especially after the injunction was se- 
cured ,and that. lHquors were freely 
served at all times even to nonmembers. 
In fact, the very existence of these 
clubs is a disgrace to any respectable 
community.”’ 

The report urges stricter qualifications 
for bondsmen and an examination of 
notaries as to their knowledge of their 
duties before they are commissioned. 
This grand jury indicted M. Dwight 
Fertner, real estate man, -.or second 
degree forgery, and Miss Hildegarde 
Hallen, his stenographer, who is a no- 
tary. 

Danger lurks in the practice of repu- 
table citizens who permit firms in which 
they have no responsibility to use their 
names. This enables unscrupulous man- 
agers to entice innocent persons to in- 
vest in them, the report says. 

The report commends the management 
of the Industrial School, urged better 
accommodations for the Workhouse 
prisoners anu compliments Mayor Wv ells 
on the character of his appointments in 
the management of municipal insutu- 
tions. The total indictments found is 
%, of 125 cases investigated.

Jennie C. Rosseau of 5352 Vernon ave- 
nue. 

Three indictment are returned against 
M. Dwight Fortner, another real estate 
dealer, charging forgery. One is in con- 
nection with a $12,000 check given to 
him by H. C. Tulley in a realty trans- 
action and cashed by the St. Louis 
Union Trust Co.; and the others are in 
connection with transfers of property 
in Mrs. Fortner’s name. Fortner its 
missing. 

Eight indictments charging election 
frauds were returned against Joseph P. 
Weisman, a brother of Sam Weisman, 
professional bondsman, it being charged 
that the offenses were committed in 
the Third Ward, and one indictment 
charging fraudulent registration was re- 
turned against Virgil Rush. 

Perjury is charged against Joseph 
Priest, Claude Benton and Charlies Lin- 
coln in indictments, in connection with 
their testimony in the fraudulent regis- 
tration inquiry.

“Of course we have not heard the tes- 
timony on the subject, and until we do 
I could, of course, make no statement 
as to this man’s guilt or innocence. I 
think all the members of the commit- 
tee are here, and we intend to make a 
close investigation of the story.” 

The Democratic members of the com- 
mittee are Senators McAllister, Casey 
and Mayer, and the Republiéan mem- 
bers are Senators Hudson and Booth. 

$1000 as a Retainer. 

The story that reached the committee: 
is that the politician accepted a retainer 
of $1000 to have quashed an indictment 
for felony against his client. The 
charge was eventually changed to mis- 
demeanor, and the defendant was dis- 
missed. 

The persons subpanaeé are supposed 
to have heard the story or some parts 
of it, and for this reason, it is said, 
their testimony is wanted. 

F, P. Crunden was foreman of the 
grand jury, which is said to have voted 
an indictment in the case.

Macon County Fails to Pay 
Because Revenues Are 
Insufficient. 





From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Lispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 2.—Members 


of the State Board of Equalization were 
notified today that application would 
be made to the United States Circuit 
Court at St. Louis Apri) 8 for a writ of 
mandamus to compel the board to 
assess property in Missouri at its true 
cash value. 

The proceedings will be instituted on 


ville, Pa., who has obtained judgments 
amounting to $800,000 against Macon 
County. This represents the interest 
due on railroad bonds issued by Macon 
County many years ago. 

It appears this obligation has never 
been satisfied, owing to the low state of 
Macon County's finances, due, Hinde- 
koper contends, to the fact that prop- 
erty is not assessed according to law. 

In the proposed litigation the Assessor 
and other tax officials of Macon County 
are joined as defendants with the State 
Board of Equalization. 

Hadley Favors True Valuation. 
At the recent meeting of the Equaliza- 

tion Board of Gov. Hadley offered a 
resolution requiring the assessment of 
all property at its real worth. Treas- 
urer Cowgill supported the resolution 
and Secretary of State Roach, Auditor 
Gordon and Attorney7General Major 
voted against it. 

Macon County was among the first to 
protest against Gov. Hadley’s proposi- 
tion, which was calculated to increase 
the State revenue several millions a 
year. 

The Macon County representatives ad- 
mitted that property in their county is 
greatly underassessed and offered as a 
reason for its objection the fact that 
the revenue derived therefrom would be 
attached by the county’s bondholders. 

This is the first time in the history 
of the State that the United States 
Court has been asked to construe the 
Missouri laws relating to taxation. Gov. 
Hadley says he welcomes the proceed- 
ing.

Manager and Proprietress of Dry 
Goods Store in Jail Accused

GALVESTON, Tex., April 2.—The 
schooner Caroline Vought brings from 
Truxillo, Honduras, aews of the incar-

DOG RAPS ON DOOR win 
TAIL, WOMAN SCREAMS AND - 


MURDER SCARE IS STARTED 





Mounted Police, Summoned by 
Neighbér’s Frantic Phone Call, 
Gallop to Scene. 


In response to a telephone message 
from an excited man who declared sev- 
eral women were being murdered by 
burglars, Night Chief of Police Gillaspy 
rushed mounted officers to the neighbor- 
hood of Euclid and Florissant avenues 
at 10:45 m. Thursday. 

‘The ond house from the corner of 
Euclid and. Fiorissant,’’ said the man 
between gasps. “One woman half killed 
is staggering through the street now. 
There is another woman clinging to her 
and they are trfying to prevent a boy 


from going into the house to be killed 


by the bvrglars.”’ 
Gilaspy was skeptical, but he notified 
the Mounted District. 


A few minutes later Sergt. Greifield 
and several other patrolmen were gal- 
olping at furious speed through the 
northwestern portion of the city. Sev- 
eral more telephone bulletins were re- 
ceived at headquarters by the man who 
was witnessing the slaughter from, a 
window of his home. | 

An hour later Greifield reported to 
Gillaspy that everything was all right. 

“Anybody killed?’ asked the Chief. 

“No, but several were frightened 
nearly to death,” said Greffield. ‘‘A 
family moved out of the house a few 
days ago and another family—three 
women and a boy—moved in Thursday. 
The family which moved away left a 
black dog and the dog was knocking 
at the door tonight with its tail. The 
women thought a burglar was trying to 
get in and screamed. The more they 
screamed the more the dog rapped.’’

“Cavalleria Rusticana” and “‘l’ 
Pagliacci” Receive Superb 
Presentations. 


ULLY abreast of the ffawless ‘‘La 
F Boheme’ of Tuesday evening was 
the Lambardi company’s presenta 

tion of “Cavalleria Rusticana’’ and 
“T’ Pagiiacci’’ at the Odeon last night. 

This marvelous organization is indom- 
itable in its determination to give St. 
Louis the best revelation of grand opera 
the city has ever known, Its stars seem 
incapable of becoming indifferent to 
their art, no matter how slight the en- 
couragement they receive. Those of last 
night were like a forlorn hope of un- 
conquerable souls who disdain anvthing 
but the most perfect exercise of their 
genius, even in defeat, a gallant band 
that compels the admiration and the 
love of those who contemplate ts splen- 
did devotion. 

Superb Presentation of “Cavalleria.” 

Ester Ferrabini gave us well-nigh a 
perfect Santuzza in the Mascagni work. 
Gerardi Graziani sang and acted Tur- 
riddu with a supreme artistry that we 
have never seen surpassed. The Alfio 
of Angelo Antola, a finely dramatic 
baritone then making ‘his first St. Louis 
appearance, was admirable in its every 
aspect. The work of the minor people 
in the cast was entirely competent. The 
chorus, under Sig. Bu: «velll’s. direction, 
and the orchestra, under the fine con- 
ductorship of Sig. Jacchia, were all that 
could be desired by the most exacting 
lover of opera. 

“)? Pagliacci” Greatly Sung and Acted 

In the Leoncavallo offering with which 
the evening closed we beheld a Canio, 
played and cung by Alessandro Scala- 
brini, which justified the declaration of 
Pietro Brignole of the Manhattan Opera 
Company of New York City tha‘ this 
artist is the world’s greatest living dra- 
matic tenor. Similarly, in the Tonio 
presented by Angelo Antola, we con- 
tronted the most truthfully sinister buf- 
foon, dramatically, and the most satis- 
fying,» vocally, which “I’Pagliacci’’ has 
ever brought to St. Louis. The Nedda 
of Elisa Ardizoni Tosi, whom now we 
saw and heard for the first time, was 
unfailingly capable. Pompeo Elena was 
uncommonly good as Silvio. Again, too, 
the chorus proved a delight, and the or- 
chestra, under Sig. Lebegott’s leadership, 
was exquisitely gratifying in interpreta- 
tive ability. 

Audience Finely Appreciative, 

Happily, even in its meagerness, the 
audience seemed to be composed of ap- 
preciative. souls qualified to discern the 
high worthiness of the Lambardi com- 
pany’s achievement. It was greatly en- 
thusiastic, not at any moment failing 
to recognize the exceeding beauty of the 
evening's offerings. —

bardi paced slowly to and fro, his 
thoughtful head bent, his brave eyes 
of compelled somberness, & Wistful per- 
plexity upon his face. ‘You like it?’ he 
asked. “It is good? Ah, yes. But 
there is no public.

Identified by Ticket, They Are 
Reunited After 30 Years’ 
Waiting. 





Mother love and passionate yearning 
to see and greet the son whom she had 
not clasped to her breast since he was 
an infant 30 years ago was the heart 
impulse which caused Mrs. Augustine 
Beaurepaire, a frail woman odf 60, to 
keep a sleepless vigil for 4 heurs at 
Union Station. 

For 12 hours of that period the son 
also was at Union Station seeking for 
his mother. Neither knew the other. 
Once they met and talked to each oth- 
er but there was no recognition and 
each, believing that the quest was still 
unended, resumed the weary search. 

Not until 4 a. m. Friday, through the 
efforts of Patrolman Steinel of the 
Union Station squad did each of them 
realize that the other was the long- 
sought loved one. The reunion in the 
matron’s room was affecting. 

Parted in Paris 30 Years Ago. 

Mrs. Beaurepaire’s husband died in 
Paris, France, 30 years ago, leaving his 
wife dependert, with their 2-year-old 
son, Jean. Unable to support the boy 
she left him with her sister and came 
to America to earn a living as a dress- 
maker. After remaining in New York 
six months she went to Morrison, Mo., 
96 miles west of St. Louis,j where she 
has lived since then. 

Through all the years which followed 
she had but one .ambition—to save 
enough money to send for her boy. A 
month ago’ her savings of nearly a 
quarter of a century were sufficient to 
buy steamship and railroad transporta- 
tion from Paris to Morrison. 

She mailed the tickets to Jean with a 
letter in which she told him she would 
meet him at St. Louis. 

Wednesday morning she arrived at 
Union Station. Jean’s ship was in port 
and he was on his way across the Con- 
tinent. 
Speaking little English, Mrs. Beaure- 
paire with difficulty made the matron 
understand her reason for wishing to re- 
main in the station, 

She could not be persuaded to occupy 
the bed in the matron’s quarters. Sitting 
near the window overlooking the train 
shed and the midway, she kept constant 
watch, murmuring ‘‘mon fils, mon fils.’’ 
All through Wednesday and Thursday 
and far into Thursday night she sat 
thus. Jean arrived at Union Station 
Thursday afternoon. 


Searches for Mother. 

He would not know his mother if he 
saw her. All he could look for was a 
little woman in- black whose appearance 
might show that she was waiting for 
someone. 

Almost at the hour when Jean arrived 
Policeman Steinel heard of the patient 
little woman who for 36 hours had re- 
fused to leave the window in.the ma-

and was waiting for him. 

An hour later Steinel saw a young 
man, tall and dark, wandering about the 
station. Questioning him the policeman 
found that he spoke French. 

Steinel had understood little that Mrs. 
Beaurepaire had teld him. Here he 


the mystery. This young man who 
spoke French could act as interpreter 
for him so that he miight obtain a more 
intelligible statement from the little old 
lady. 

He led Jean to the matron’s room. 
Mother and son stood face to face. The 
long-wished-for heur had ceme, but 
they did not knew it. The peliceman 
questioned Mrs. Beaurepaire and wait- 
ed fer the young man’s interpretation. 
But Jean spoke only French. 

Disappointed, the policeman led him 
away. Jean had heard his mother 
speak, but she said nothing that would 
lead him te bélieve that she was his 
moether. 

Found After Long Vigil. 

Steinel noticed that the young man 
continued to wander about the station 
as theugh looking for -someone. He 
went back to the matron’s room and by 
the use of signs and a few simple En- 
gliish words, he obtained from Mrs. 
Beaurepaire the one word Morrison, 
which he took to be the destination 
point named in her son’s transporta- 
tion. 

Then he had Jean shew him his ticket. 
It was to Morrison, Mo. 

Just as dawn was beginning to break 
and the little seamstress was straining 
her eyes across the bleak train shed her 
son was led into the room. Jean showed 
ithe woman his ticket to Morrison. 

“Mon fils.” 

“Ma mere.” . 

The cries burst forth together as they 
realized that they were mother and son. 

They embraced each other. They 
danced and laughed and wept.

TARIFF TAXES FOR REVENUE. 
Exigency has decreed that in this new tariff bill 
account be taken of its revenue-producing qual- 
ities. The caption of the Dingley law is “an act 
to provide revenue for the Government and en- 
courage the industries of the United States.” 
Revenue comes first in the mention, but was an 
ineident in fact. Our tariff makers are still .ex- 
pert in matters of protection and tyros in matters 
of revenue. They know how to impose a tax for 
protection with such skill that the consumer can 
never discoverghow much he is taxed. But they 
know nothing about imposing a revenue tax so 
modulated that it will scarcely be noticed. 

In the usual schedules of the Dingley law, and 

reproduced in the Payne Dill, are hidden with 
wondrous ingenuity some wondrous protective 
deas. Without using a figure above 60 in the 
wool schedule a tariff of 140 per cent is im- 
posed. This extravagance of method has been 
carried over to the revenue side of the ques- 
tion. It has not occurred to the lawmakers 
that 1 cent a pound on coffee would re- 
turn more than 8 cents a pound on tea and 
scarcely affect the retail price. They haven’t 
thought that 2 cents a pound on tea would pro- 
duce nearly $2,000,000 a year and not antago- 
nize the people. A reduction of 50 per cent in 
the duty on wool and its manufacturés would 
produce great revenue, be of general benefit and 
leave a protective duty of more than 50 per cent 
ad valorem. ! 
' The difficulty seems to lie in the adherence 
of the leaders to the obsolete style of tariff mak- 
ing. They can vote prohibitive rates and secure 
protection. They can’t impose a small tax and 
gain revenue. Nor can they combine the two 
features, gaining for revenue a little at the ex- 
pense of protection and for protection a little at 
the expense of revenue. 

The result promised now is a minimum of re- 
lief and revenue, with a maximum of argument 
and popular antagonism. ) 
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The defeat of the bill forbidding ‘bulk sales 
of merchandise without official notice thereof is 
a blow to the wholesale interests of St. Louis and 
Kansas City. The absence of such a fraud-pre- 
venting law, which is of no possible inconven- 
ience to honest merchants—results in thousands 
of dollars losses annually to Missouri jobbing 
houses. The failure of the Legislature to respond 
to the demand of the business men is the more 
surprising Because already more. than thirty 
states have such laws and the failure to enact one 
is not much different from setting a premium on 
fraud.

United States Commissioner Hitchcock denies 
the demand of the Russian Government for the 
extradition of Jan Pouren. The case was similar 
to that of the Chicago Slav, Rudowitz, who was 
protected by Secretary Root. 

It was not denied that Pouren was guilty of 
some, at least, of the offenses charged. But they 
occurred during the uprising in 1905, in the prov- 
inces of Livonia and Courland, forming the ill- 


‘fated Lettish republic of that year. They. were 


incidents of a revolutionary condition and were 
pronounced political offenses, not extraditable. 
Mr. Hitchcock, in summing up and pronouncing 
judgment, said: “However revolting these acts 
may have been, we must still consider that they 
were committed while the country was in a rev- 
olutionary state, and were more or less justifia- 
le.” 
The sum of it seems to be that Pouren was 
given the benefit of the doubt. And it is safe 
to say that public opinion in this country will 
never sanction any other conclusion, where a 
doubt, however faint, can be established.

Having just been transferred from Kansas City 
to St. Louis and about to move my family here, I 
was interested in the discussion of the number of 
vacant buildings in St. Louis and the causes at- 
tributed thereto, and also your article in yesterday’s 
issue on Kansas City. After living there five years 
and also in other cities in the West and attempt- 
ing to rent a house in St. Louis, I think one cause 
of the large number of vacancieg is that in this line 
St. Louis “is 20 miles behind the procession.” After 
spending a morning recently in visiting nearly twen- 
ty of the most desirable-looking dwellings listed by 
the real estate agencies, I found that as a rule these 
dwellings were not equipped with gas or electric 
light fixtures, shades nor gas ranges. In telling one 
agent that I would take his house if the gas fixtures 
were furnished, he said the owner did not furnish 
fixtures and it would be no use to write him. This 
is but one illustration of the difference between ‘‘the 
Kansas city spirit’ as expressed in your article and 
what I find here—the lack of endeavor to “get to- 
gether.”

Has Retiring Delegate Slated 
for Secretaryship if Re- 
* ——_publicans Win? 








HIS RECORD IN HOUSE 





Yoted With Butler Organiza- 
tion for Cronin—His Stand 
_ on Important Bills. 





Ward workers in the Howe machine 
regard the secretaryship of the City 
Council as one of the easy jobs with 
good pay to which the party will fall 
heir if the Republican Council ticket 
wins in Tuesday’s election. The sec- 
retary is elected by the Council, but 
it is generally believed at the City 
Hall that Sam 3B. Stannard, now a 
member of the House of Delegates, is 
slated for it by Boss ‘“‘Howe.” 

The secretary of the City Council is 
paid $200 a month, and his duties con- 
sist, with the aid of assistants, in keep- 
ing the records of the Council meetings, 
and the proceedings of the committees. 

Mr. Stannard is serving his’ third 
term in the House of Delegates. He is 
not a candidate for re-election. The Re- 
publican City Committee, dominated by 
Howe, selected his successor. 

Not Member of Present Combine. 

It was inadvertently stated in the 
midday edition of Thursday’s Post-Dis- 
patch that Stannard is a member of the 
House of Delegates combine. He is not 
a member of the present combine. 

Stannard was one of the five Republi- 
cans who joined the Butler House of 
Delegates combine in 1901. He refused 
to support the Republican ‘candidate for 
Speaker of the House of Delegates, C. 
A. Windmueller, and voted with the 
Butler Democrats for James H. Cronin. 
He also voted for Jehn P. Sweeney, 
Democrat, for Speaker’ pro tem, and 
Joseph N. Judge, Democrat, for Clerk 
of the House. He was cone of the Re- 
publicans who voted to seat John R. 
Fontana, Butler Demecrat, over Harry 
W. McChesney in the Twenty-second 
Ward contest and to unseat William G. 
Buechner, Republican, and seat James 
T. Buckley, Democrat, in the Twenty- 
fourth Ward contest. 

The Election Commissioners declared 
that the certificates of Fontana’s and 
Buckley’s election were forgeries and 
that Buechner and McChesney were 
really elected. 

He voted with the combine against 
the bill to compel the street railway 
companies to furnish adequate service 
and operate their cars in such a manner 
as to protect the life and limb of the 
people. He was absent from the House 
when this bill, under gfress of public 
opinion, was finally passed as the ses- 
sion closed in 1903. 

Drops Out for Two Years. 

He dropped out of the House of Dele- 
gates during the next two years, but 
reappeared as a member in the spring 
of 190, and was re-elected in 1907. He 
voted to declare vacant the seats of all 
officers of the House of Delegates May 
26, 1905, after Daniel F. Meehan had 
been speaker for two months. He voted 
te elect John J. O’Brien speaker and 
became a part of the O’Brien organiza- 
tion. He introduced the bill authorizing 
the city to pay $1,700,000 fer the old Fair 
Grounds, finally purchased for $1,000,000 
less, but was absent from the special 
meeting called at 10 a. m. June 27, 1607, 
five days after the introduction of the 
bill, to rush it through the House. 

He fought for the passage of the 
Manufacturers Railway bill and the Mc- 
Kinley street car bill that passed the 
House of Delegates near the close of the 
session in the spring of 1907. 

In the Republican convention ef 1907 
Howe insisted that Stannard should not 
be renominated, but he was nominated. 
Cn Ferd Warner’s resolution to change 
the rules relating te the Railroads andi 
Public Improvements Committee, Stan- 
nard voted with Bourg, Brennan, Con- 
ran, Gallagher, Gevers, Hussey, Langs- 
dale, McShane, Priesmeyer, Sachse, 
Schell, Tirre, Tobin, Troll, Warner and 
Weeke. 

His Committee Connections. 

John J. O’Brien was the first elected 
speaker of the House, but a week later 
Le resigned and Hussey nominated Con- 
ran and Stannard voted for him. Con- 
ran has since been the combine speaker. 

Stannard was put on the Committee 
con Railroads and also the Committee on 
‘Legislation by Conran. 

His associates on the railroads com- 
mittee were Langsdale, Tobin, James T. 
Brennan, McShane, Priesmeyer and 
Troll. His associates on the Legislative 
Cemmittee were Warner, Toebin and 
Priesmeyer. Several public utility bills 
were sent to the Committee on Legisla- 
tion during the 1907 session, and never 
were reported. Stannard voted against 
the Chouteau avenue site for the Free 
Bridge and voted against a resolution 
demanding action en the Free Bridge, 
Oct. 25, 1907. 

The record shews that he was absent 
at roll call 21 out of 62 meetings during 
the first year of his last term. Mr. 
Stannard has not been identified with 
the present combine,
